Britain Gets 
Another Slash 
To Ease Crisis 


London, Oct. 24—(AP)—Prime 


Minister Attlee announced today 
he is slashing £250,000,000 ($700,- 
000,000) off government spending 
to ease Britain's economic crisis. 


Attlee told the House of Com- 


mons this £250,000,000 does not 
nclude savings in Britain's de- 
ense spending. 


The prime minister said there 


will be savings in the labor gov- 
ernment's socialized health pro- 
gram, in education, in public and 
private building, government ad* 
ministrative costs and in govern- 
ment public relations offices. 


Prices of some foods will rise, 


Attlee told the House. 


The prime minister's program 


is tied with Britain's devaluation 
of the pound from $4.03 to S2.80. 
Britain is faced with the necessity 
of spurring her export drive to 
earn dollars, and thus, heavy re- 
ductions in her dollar purchases 
from the United States have been 
forecast: 


Attlee outlined these cuts: 
Capital Expenditures: A reduc- 


tion of about £140,000,000 ($392,- 
000,000). This covers such projects 
as school construction, 
hospital 


construction, highways and the 
like. 


Education: 
About 
£5,000,000 


($14,000,00") in school spending 
for England, Wales and Scotland. 
This will result in an increase of 
a penny (about one and one-sixth

Be for Welfare

President Truman challenged all 
nations today to agree on a work- 
able way to outla%v the atomic 
bomb as the alternative to man's 
destruction. 


Speaking against 
the 
back- 


ground of Russia's refusal to come 
.nto an agreement that the United 
States and other powers have en- 
dorsed, Truman said: 


"To assure that atomic energy 


will be devoted to man's welfare 
and not to his destruction is a 
continuing challenge to all nations 
and all peoples." 


It was his first foreign policy 


declaration since his Sept. 23 an- 
nouncement: "We have evidence 
that within recent weeks an atom- 
ic explosion occurred in the 0. S. 
S. R.'' The president declared: 


"Ever since the first 
atomic 


weapon was developed, a major 
objective of United States policy 
has been a system of international 
control of atomic energy that 
would assure effective prohibition 
of atomic weapons, and at the 
same 
time would promote the 


peaceful use of atomic energy by 
all nations.-' 


Truman spoke at the laying of 


the cornerstone of the secretariat 
building of permanent United Na- 
tions headquarters on UN's fourth 
anniversary. 


The United States has offered 


to surrender its bombs under the 
Russian-opposed, but general as- 
sembly-approved 
"Baruch Plan" 


providing rigid UN inspections and 
controls to assure against illegal 
bomb building. 


Challenges Russia 


The president did not mention 


Russia by name, but indirectly 
challenged the Soviet government 
to offer a "better and more effec- 
tive plan."

early peace in the nation's industrial-crippling coal and steel strikes. 


Nowhere was there any apparent progress toward a break in either 


of the two major disputes as unemployment mounted and more and 
more industries became hobbled. Some railroads prepared to curtail 
train services because of dwindling coal piles and layoffs continued in 
industries dependent upon steel supplies. 


There was no indication that 


President Truman had decided to 
intervene in either 
strike but 


spreading dislocations in the na- 
tion's economy made such action 
seem more and more likely. Ad- 
ministration policy, however, was 
described yesterday as still one 
of hope that some strike-breaking 
concessions might be fortcommg 
soon and that White House action 
would not be necessary.

Rail Strike Ends 


But out of the dismal weekend 


developments came settlement of 
two other strikes—the^ 45-day 
tieup of the Missouri Pacific rail- 
road by train and engine men 
and the 176-day walkout of Steve-

The Missouri Pacific expected to 


have some trains running by late 
today and the Hawaiian dock 
workers were ordered back to their 
jobs tomorrow and Wednesday. 


Negotiators did not disclose the 


terms which ended the Missouri 
Pacific strike but it was announc- 
ed that agreement was reached 
on 189 union claims against the 
railroad with the other 93 to be 
submitted to arbitration.

In the first part of his series 


entitled "My 4-Year War with the 
Reds," General Howley said that 
he talked and argued with the 
Russians at the conference table 
for literally thousands of hours, 
probably more than any other 
American anywhere.

control of potato bugs," he writes. 
"The Russians insisted on making 
potato bugs a political issue." 


It was never like that in Phila- 


delphia, where the hard-hitting 
general was once an advertising 
man.

Lewis Is Carrying Things Too Far 


Since 1940 there have been 17 strikes in the coal indus- 


try. As many as four have occurred in one year. What has 
been the overall effect of .this series of walkouts? 


John L. Lewis claims that in that span miners' wage 


rates have risen from 88 cents an hour to $1.95 an hour. He 
points also to a take-home pay of $73 a week this year as 
compared with $24.71 in 1940. 


In addition, miners are now promised $100 a month re- 


tirement pensions and are entitled to health and hospital 
benefits. 
They get paid vacations that add about $100 to 


their individual annual income. 


Unquestionably the miners have outstripped other in- 


dustrial workers in benefits gained during this interval. For 
example, the average hourly pay boost for all factory em- 
ployes from 1940 to 1949 is about 30 cents less than the hike 
won by miners. 


But there's another side of the story. Both the Wall 


Street Journal and the United States News recently have 
analyzed what is happening to the coal business as result of 
its labor difficulties. 


That coal has long been losing ground to competing fuels 


like oil and natural gas has of course long been known. Prob- 
ably a considerable part of this market loss was inevitable. 


Yet much of coal's decline in the fuel market—especially 


in recent years—can be attributed directly to the powerful 
impact of the United Mine Workers on the industry. The 
price of coal to the consumer is now double that of 1940. 
The labor cost that goes into the mining of coal is nearly 
twice that of 1942. 


Although price rises have been general in the war and 


postwar period, coal has tended to race ahead of other prod- 
ucts. Thus hitherto more expensive competing fuels have 
come to look steadily more, attractive. 


There is more to it, however, than just higher costs. The 


Wall Street Journal finds the big factor these days is un- 
certainty over coal supplies. Utilities, railroads, big indus- 
trial users simply don't wish to risk any more the prospect 
that their fuel will suddenly be shut off. 


The constant refrain: "I'm fed up with the uncertainty 


of depending on a fuel the flow of which John L. Lewis 
turns on and off like a water faucet. 


One industrialist says 90 per cent of today's big con- 


struction jobs call for installation of oil burner equipment, 
as against 30 per cent in 1939. 
Coal men say oil-electric 


diesel locomotives have killed a market for 25,000,000 tons 
of coal a year. Oil use by utiltiies, though still far below 
coal, jumped 73 per cent in the past year. Gas and oil are 
heavy favorites as home fuels. 


Coal still furnishes roughly half the energy requirements 


of the U. S. economy. But the deep inroads of other fuels 
have slashed demand for coal seriously. Lewis found that 
even dropping to a three-day work week did not cut sharply 
into stockpiles. Only now that he has gone onto a "no day" 
Work week are industries beginning to feel a pinch. 


No one is likely to suggest that miners should have been 


denied reasonable benefits while other segments of labor 
were gaming. But the facts raise the question whether 
Lewis may not have acted from too narrow motives, without 
due regard for the future of the industry that must support 
his men. He has tried to move fast, to lead the pack. 


In so doing, he may have so harmed the coal business 


competitively that the miners in the end may not realize 
the full value of the benefits they have gained.

High Blood Pressure Being 


Probed Along Diet Lines 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, ML D. 


The battle against high blood i 


pressure or hypertension is going 
-on all the time. Of course, 'it would 
be ideal if hypertension could be 
prevented. This, however, is not 
Immediately in sight Treatment of 
high blood pressure and measures 
Aimed at keeping slightly high 
blood pressure from getting worse 
are about all that can be expected 
in the near future. 


Among the measures of treat- 


ment which are now- receiving con- 
centrated study in many parts of 
the country is treatment by diet 
Actually, it was shown about the 
bfgmnmg of this century that a 
diet w h i c h contained small 
amounts of salt was helpful in 
many cases of high blood pressure. 
Progress in this direction was slow 
for many years but recently many 
research workers have made addi- 
tional studies on the effect of diet 
in both animals and people. 


One group of workers has found 


that the Mood pressure of rats 
vitn experimentally produced hy- 
peruii.-,.on ro-jld be lowered when 
ti.tv v.ire g.vtr. diets which were 
lev.- :r. on, part of &alt (The chem- 
ical name tor salt is sodium chlor- 
ide and the portion which they 
took out was the sodium.) They 
tried this treatment also in a small 
froup of patients and found that! 
the blood pressure was lowered in' 
•everaL 
STUDIES SEEM VALID 


Such studies as these may ex- 


plain the food results which have 


vqwrtad for aoms of the 


special diets for high blood pres- 
sure, such as the rice diet. It seems 
likely that when good results have 
actually occurred f r o m 
such 


special diets it may be because of 
the low amount of protein and low 
amount of sodium or salt which 
they contain. 


The victim of high blood pres- 


sure cannot expect too much from 
diet treatment aloi.e. Nevertheless 
work on this problem is going for- 
ward constantly and probably the 
future will bring forth dietary 
treatments for hypertension even 
better than those which arc known 
today.

As taxpayers we should be

(a professional engineer), in one 
of the few cities in Illinois which 
has a public incinerator has stated 
that housewives of his city will not 
cooperate in leaving their garbage 
unwrapped, so that the incinerator 
will work properly. I have seen 
pictures of mountainous stacks of 
this wrapped garbage that had to 
be given additional attention in 
order to be disposed of. Our local 
officials have on several occasions 
mentioned that wrapped garbage 
would be ideal for burning. Are 
we as taxpayers going to invest 
in a giant incinerator when the 
local officials have not the proper 
conception of one operates ef- 
ficiently. 


The Moisture Content 


Next let's look at the opera- 


tional costs. Garbage is composed 
of a large amount of moisture. It

How- 
ever, no additional pick up cost 
would be added as we would pick 
up all refuse matter at one time 
with no sorting out whatever. 
Everything goes to the landfill. 


The cost at Winnetka for land- 


fill disposal is as follows: The unit 
cost of $0.795 per ton is equivalent 
to $0.159 per cubic yard. If we 
could package our papers as we 
do or have done for Boy Scout 
colection we would avoid the only 
trouble they have had in Winnetka, 
that of loose papers blowing on 
windy days. Now, Bryan, we note 
in Thursday night's Telegraph that 
only a handful of yesses defeated 
the incinerator proposition in the 
last voting. We were under the 
impression that the no's did it. 
Perhaps your proof reader was 
along with us, however.

This last covering of two feet 


s applied daily so no garbage is 
:ft uncovered over night and Is 
ipplied by digging their next 
ruck so no dirt is handled twice. 
All this is done by one man only 
at the fill. 
They pay him now 


after two years work $280 per 
month. He has learned to oper- 
ate all machines since coming on 
the job. This system gives them 
a ten-foot fill of disposal packed 
hard as a board with no lost mo- 
tion.

FAVORS INCINERATOR 
Editor's Note: Dorrance S. 


Thompson, well known Dixon- 
ite and former county official 
has prepared tables comparing 
costs of an incinerator with so- 
called land-fill method types 
of garbage disposal. Because 
Mr. Thompson's tables were 
not received by us until late 
last night and are too lengthly 
to get set Into type, we print 
herewith a statement he has 
written regarding the inciner- 
ator controversy. 


It is Mr. Thompson's conten- 


tion that an incinerator would 
be cheaper for Dixon. His fig- 
ures give an Incinerator the 
edge over land fill to the ex- 
tent of a saving each year for 
20 years, of $1,261.69 m year. 
Mr. Thompson's letter, which 
takes exception to figures 
furnished by Richard Thomas, 
Lee County Health Depart- 
ment sanitary engineer, fol- 
lows: 


Mr. Thomas' article states inter- 


est on bonds at $29,400.00, the or- 
dinance providing for the bond 
issue states that the interest is 
$10,166.67. Also, the bonds are paid 
off in eight years. However, if one 
wishes to figure the average cost 
over a 20 year period it would be 
$513.33 per year and not $1,470.00. 
This makes some difference. 


Another thing he (Thomas) re- 


ports is a dump site for cans, 
ashes, glass, etc., to cost $10,000 
and estimates the life to be for 10 
years, making the cost per year at 
§1,000 while a site for land fill 
method for garbage, cans and 
ashes to cost $6,000—and gives it 
an estimated life of 20 years, 
making the coat per year $300.00. 
Tell me, now, how can the city 
purchase a lot or acreage large 
enough for such an amount of 
$6,000 for a complete land-fill and 
have to pay $10,000 for a dump 
site for only cans, ashes and glass? 
These two items in all fairness 
should be turned around, and in 
figuring the costs of each I have 
given each one an estimated life of 
20 years instead of one at 10 years 
and the other at 20 years. 


However, I do think that the 


amount of $10,000 for a land fill is 
too small if one is going to use a 
20 year period to figure average 
yearly costs. As has previously 
been stated, it takes iy3 acres of 
land a year for a land fill for a 
city the size of Dixon. For a per- 
iod of 20 years I doubt if 30 acres 
near enough to the city, so as not 
to make too long a haul, can be 
purchased for an amount of |10,- 
000. However, for a comparison I 
have used this sjnount in the esti- 
mate of costs. 


Need Two Men 


A* far as to* 


the incinerator method and the 
land fill method is concerned, I am 
of the opinion that it will take 
two men at each place, if this job 
U dons satisfactorily. 


Regarding the cost of picking up 


garbage and refuse, I do not think 
there will be any difference with 
the exception of having to haul 
the loads a greater distance to a 
land fill site than to the incinerator 
located within the city. This extra 
cost is hard to determine. I have 
added to the land fill method in 
this regard an amount of $1,000 
per year, for truck travel expense, 
for items such as wear on a truck 
and additional gas and oil used. 
This may be low. It would depend 
on the distance traveled. I also 
have added an expense for addi- 
tional gas and oil used. This may 
be low. It would depend on the dis- 
tance traveled. I also have added 
an expense for additional overtime 
of $2,000 for traveling to the land- 
fill site, unloading and returning 
trucks to the city. However, this 
time should be used in picking up 
garbage and not used in going 
back and forth to a disposal site. 


It has been previously stated 


that it would cost around $2,750.00 
per year by figuring out hours and 
operating costs at $5.00 per hour. 
However, I have used the amount 
of $2,000 giving the benefit of a 
doubt. 


Now, 
in comparing the two 


costs, I find a possible saving each 
year of $1,261.69 (for the inciner- 
ator) which I believe to be more 
in line than to say that a land fill 
is almost $17,000 cheaper than an 
incinerator. 


The tables that I have prepared 


show a saving of only «5.04 to a 
taxpayer over a period of 20 years. 
This table is based on a home with 
a taxable valuation of $12,000. 


"Let's Not Kid" 


Let us not kid ourselves about 


any great savings. The question is, 
do you want to go forward, stand 
still and do nothing, or step back- 
wards? Back in 1915 a garbage 
system was established by the city 
council. At that time an estimate 
was given to the city council as to 
the cost of an incinerator. This 
was in the amount of 53,500 and 
was given by a Mr. Elliott, a rep- 
resentative of the M Guire Sani- 
tary Incinerator Co, Of course, 
nothing was done about it then. 
It was hardly the time. We wait 
until 34 years later when the cost 
is around $80,000 before we decide 
to do anything in this regard. 
Maybe we will wait until it will 
cost us around $100,000 or possibly 
more. I hope not. 


It is the way it happened with 


the Peoria Avenue bridge. In Feb- 
ruary of 1915 the state engineer 
gave an estimate for a new bridge 
across the river at Peoria Avenue 
to cost $80,000. Yes, you guessed 
it. Nothing was done about it un- 
til 1928 when the cost then had 
climbed to $210,000. The, city voted 
a bond issue of $105,000 for its 
share, the result of the flection 
being 2588 for and 264 against 
Fortunately the county did not 
have a bond issue for their share 
of this $105,000. The supervisors 
appropriated the money.

girl, identified only as Mildred, 
was being attentive to Hawkins.
